Ayes or Nays 1960 Small Dates—R. S. Yeoman of the Whitman Pub- 
lishing Co. is sending some 2,000 inquiry forms to collectors, for their 
vote to list or not list the small date cents in the next edition. This 
information was noted in the “Whitman Coin Supply Merchandiser”, 
[ don’t recall if such an inquiry was required of other listings, and 
jon’t feel such should be the case now. As I see it, a spade is a spade. 
[ also feel there are enough clear-minded collectors to note the small 
jate is of numismatic interest and of definite variance. Contrary to

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COIN-OF-THE-MONTH CLUB 
FOR COMMEMORATIVE COLLECTORS 


The formation of a Coin-of-the-month Club, a new service to 
collectors, was announced this week. 

The Coin-of-the-month Club will offer members an attractively 
designed, beautifully struck commemorative medal each month 
according to Merle Thiele of Sioux Falls, South Dakota. 

The Coin-of-the-Month Club will operate much like the many 
book and record clubs now in existance throughout the world. 

“We felt that the United States Mint policy of not issuing com- 
memorative coins, while the postal department issues a large num- 
ber of commemorative stamps, was working a hardship on the coin 
collectors. Because of the mint policy, many events and people so 
deserving of commomoratives have not been honored in this way,” 
Thiele stated. 

“While it is true that a few commemoratives are being issued 
by individuals and special groups, they are not standard in size and 
metal, and are very difficult to obtain.’ 

“Through the Coin-of-the-Month Club, we will issue a contin- 
uing (monthly) series of commemoratives that will be standard in 
size, metal, and finish,” he noted. 

The major benefit of the club will be that members will be able 
to receive the commemoratives regularly, and at a price that every 
collector can afford. 

Because of the many collectors requesting different types of 
commemoratives, the coin club will offer six membership choices 
and a seventh “combination” membership. 

The membership subscriptions will range from $12.00 per year 
($1.00 per month) for the nickel-silver strike to $10.00 per month for 
the “combination” of all six metais and finishes. Other membership 
prices will average between $1.25 and $2.00 per month. 

In addition to the nickel-silver, the commemoratives will be of- 
fered in sterling silver, bright bronze, oxidized bronze, oxidized silver 
and gold plated. 

All commemoratives in the series will be one and five-sixteenths 
(1 5/16) inches in diameter and as thick as a government half dollar. 

The Coin-of-the-Month commemoratives will be struck in limited 
quantities and each will be sent in a numbered packet, They will also 
be protected in plastic bags and mailed in special double-thick en- 
velopes to protect them in the mails.

King of American Rarities 1804 Dollar sells for $28,000 


The 1804 silver dollar sold for $28,000 in the Fair- 
banks sale, December 10, setting a record for this coin 
and placing it as one of the most expensive single 
coins of the world. 

The “king of American rarities’ was knocked down 
to Sam Wilson, Jacksonville, Florida, after opening at 
$16,000 and advancing rapidly to $28,000 by $1,000 
increases, Within fifteen seconds all but two bidders 
were eliminated and the coin was sold in twenty sec- 
onds. James F. Ruddy brought it up to $27,000. 

Conducted by Stack’s of New York City, the Fair- 
banks auction was held before a capacity crowd. Four 
hundred numismatists crowded into Steinway Concert 
Hall, with a seating capacity of 300, as the 678 lots 
were auctioned off. 

“The sale did very well,” said Harvey Stack, 
spokesman for the firm, who added, “It broke a few 
records.” 


Featuring a complete set of silver dollars, the sale 
included these outstanding items: 

The unique 1866 “‘no motto” dollar brought $13,000. 

The 1870-S dollar brought $9,000. 

The 1884 trade dollar brought $6.500. 

The 1794 dollar in very fine brought $3,760. 

Known as the Davis Hale specimen, the 1804 dollar 
had sold for $8,000 in April, 1954 by Stack’s in the 
Davis-Graves sale. Carrying pedigrees going back to 
1877, this dollar was originally sold by Haseltine of 
Philadelphia to R. Coulton Davis. 

Davis had the coin expertized by William E. DuBois, 
assayer of the Philadelphia Mint, who was also in 
charge of the mint cabinet. 

Other denomination coins in this sale brought the 
following: 

1856 flying eagle cent sold for $1,000. 

An 1877 nickel brought $430. 

And the 1901-S quarter in uncirculated condition 
brought $1,300.

Abraham Lincoln 


Stephen A. Douglass 


The above photos show Lincoln and Douglass in their youthful 
days in the struggle for the presidency, just prior to the Civil War 
in 1860. Douglass received the Democratic nomination, he obtained 
12 electoral votes and 1,375,157. Lincoln received 180 electoral votes 
and 1,886,352. He went on to win the presidency. 


The First Shot fired—General Beauregard asked for the surrender 
of Fort Sumter, commanded by Major Robert Anderson who refused, 
at 4:30 A.M. April 12, 1861 Fort Sumter was fired upon and the Civil 
War began. 


Trouble raising troops—Both governments drafted men from 18 to 
45 years of age. A Union man drafted could stay home if he paid 
$300. or hired someone else to fight in his place. Common people 
grumbled at this saying this was “A rich man’s war but a poor man’s 
fight. As always the case in war both sides borrowed money and in- 
creased taxes. Each printed paper money, neither had enough gold 
or silver to back them up. The resources of the North were greater 
than that of the South, so the value didn’t drop as low as the South. 
At the time of the surrender the Union dollar was worth 67¢ in gold 
and the South 1144¢. Several posters soliciting army recruits for the 
North read: Wanted 100 able bodied men for the U.S. Army—$13.60 
per month, board, medical care, $3.50 for clothes also $100. in gold 
and 160 acres of land. 


Robert E, Lee was the symbol of the South, he graduated at West 
Point and later became head of the academy. Born and raised in Vir- 
ginia, he had to choose between the North and South. His family 
and friends were in Virginia, so he choose the South. 


The South excelled in superior generals and won the battles of 
the East for two years. U. S. Grant, unlike Lee, came from a poor 
family and graduated from West Point. He served in the Mexican 
War and was given a command in the Union forces, later commanded 


the Union Army.

Keep The Records Straight 


Dear Frank, 
Noted a few inaccuracies in the last issue of the “Coin Press’’: 


1. The small coins illustrated on the cover are ‘Civil War Cents” 
or “Civil War Tokens’, but not “Hard Times Tokens’. Strictly 
speaking, from a numismatic angie, ‘Hard Times ‘iokens’ ave those 
issued in the panic of 1837 and are listed in the book of thot name 
by Lyman H. Low. 


2. Page 11, last paragraph of the article on Continental notes. I 
think if you check you'll find that none of the men listed (Revere, 
Hart and Franklin) never signed a Continental note. Revere printed 
certain notes of Massachusetts, both regular and special issues. 
Franklin printed many Delaware and Pennsylvania note, in partner- 
ship with David Hall. Somewhere in the 1760’s Franklin sold out to 
a man named Sellers, The Firm of Hall and Sellers printed the Con- 
tinental currency and many issues of Pennsylvania. John Hart, 
signer of the Declaration of Independence for New Jersey, actually 
did sign paper money, but not Continentals. He signed many of the 
New Jersey colonial notes issued in 1776. 


3. Page 19, Monday Morning Comments. The emphasis of this ar- 
tical seems to be on the $20 gold coins, as though it would be illegal 
to own one. It is perfectly legal to own twenty dollar double eagles, 
but not those of 1933, which apparently were never legally issued. 
If the author of this article had added at the end these words “of 
1933” I think the point of the story would have been much more 
apparent to the readers. 


4. Page 14. Picture is not of Robert E. Lee. Could not be Light 
Horse Harry Lee who fought in the Revolutionary War, 85 years or 
so before. Believe this is General Joseph E. Johnston of the Confed- 
erate Army. He had the largest Confederate army remaining after 
Robert E. Lee surrendered, and he surrendered a few days later.

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A.N.A. Meets Mint Officials For 
Closer Relations In The Coin Hobby 


During the October convention of the Middle Atlantic Numis- 
matic Association in Washington, D. C., the A.N.A. President held 
an informal luncheon conference with Mr. William Brett, the Direc- 
tor of the Mint. Mr. Leland Howard, the Assistant Director of the 
Mint, and Mr. C. C. Shroyer, the A.N.A. First Vice President, also 
attended the meeting. 


The purpose of the meeting was to discuss areas in which the 
A.N.A. could more effectively cooperate with those agencies of the 
federal government responsible for enforcing federal law and regu- 
lations applicable to coinage and to discuss areas in which existing 
regulations could be clarified for the mutual benefit and protection 
of the coin collector and the federal enforcement agencies. 


President Dodson proposed that a committee of qualified num- 
ismatists be appointed from the A.N.A. membership to study this 
problem and to forward their recommendations to the A.N.A. Exec- 
cutive Board. After further study and approval of the Executive 
Board, these recommendations would then be forwarded to the 
Director of the Mint for study and such action as appears to be 
feasible. Mr. Brett expressed warm interest in this proposal and 
stated that he would welcome the opportunity to study the recom- 
mendations of such a committee. 


The President has requested the A.N.A. Executive Board to 
recommend members for appointment to this important committee. 
The membership will be kept informed on further developments on 
this subject in which so many collectors are so deeply interested.

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MUSICAL MONEY PLANNED 
TO FOIL COUNTERFEITER 

LONDON, Dec. 11—The mus- 
ical banknote is being perfected 
by Portals, Ltd., as a means of 
foiling counterfeiters. The plan is 
to incorporate a thin processed 
metal strip into the paper used 
for the banknotes. 

The metal strip would act 
somewhat like a piece of record- 
ing wire and emit impulses which 
would be picked up by an elec- 
tronic detector and transformed 
into sound waves. 

The genuine notes, as they are 
checked by a machine in a bank, 
would appear to be giving off 
musical sounds. The counter- 
feits would be silent. 

The problem of bogus coins is 
not so acute as the notes, but 
the De La Rue Co. has worked 
out a way to use infinitesimal 
amounts of isotopes in metal or 
plastic so that they will register 
on Geiger counters.

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French Dollar Reserves Up. 


PARIS, Dec. 10—France’s dol- 
lar reserves have nearly doubled 
in the last two years. The finance 
ministry reported they were 
$1,050,000,000 as of Jan. 1, 1959. 
This year they are expected to 
reach $2,070,000,000. In the same 
period France paid foreign cred- 
itors more than _ $1,200,000,000, 
about one-third of its total for- 
eign debts. 
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SIX COUNTRIES POSE 
MAIN GOLD THREAT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 —The 
much-talked-about foreign threat 
to the American gold supply 
comes mainly from Japan and 
five European countries. 


The latest figures of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board show that 
the countries with the biggest 
potential claims against United 
States gold are West Germany, 
the United Kingdom, Japan, Italy, 
Switzerland and France, in that 
order. 


Canada could be listed at the 
top with West Germany but its 
claim isn’t causing concern, 
Canada is not a logical customer 
for American gold since it has 
a dollar currency too and is a 
major gold producer. 


The six other countries, how- 
ever, are gold buyers and can 
afford to buy. They have more 
than $9,500,000,000 invested in 
the United States on a _ short- 
term basis or in United States 
Treasury bonds and notes, quick- 
ly convertible to cash. 


Any of these countries could 
turn its investments into dollars 
and use the dollars to buy Amer- 
ican gold. However, they would 
have no motive for doing this on 
a big scale unless they felt the 
dollar might be devalued or that 
the United States might run out 
of gold. 


The Treasury strongly denies 
any possibility of devaluation and 
the United States still owns $18,- 
100,000,000 of gold. However, 
nearly $12,500,000,000 is not for 
sale under present law because 
it backs up part of the money 
supply. 

Should heavy foreign gold buy- 
ing continue, a country with big 
dollar investments might get ner- 
vous and start a run on gold. 


Altogether, 26 nations have at 
least $100,000,000 each in poten- 
tial claims against United States 
gold. Their liquid dollar invest- 
ments total more than $19,000,- 
000,000. 


West Germany and Canada 
have the biggest potential claims 
—about $3,100,000,000 each. The 
others are: the United Kingdom, 
$2,200,000,000 Japan, $1,700,000,- 
000; Italy, $1,000,000,000; Switz- 
erland, $890,000,000, and France, 
$650,000,000.

The Government has issued some notes with a very high face 
value. These notes are of the denomination of 500, 1,000, 5,000 and 


10,000 dollars. 


The main concern of numismatists is with the large size notes 
from 1 to 100 dollars. The high denomination notes are merely men- 
tioned in the text as having once upon a time been issued. Although 
illustrated, they have not been priced, because they represent so 
much purchasing power and are of such great rarity as to make their 
collecting purely academic. They are quite beyond the reach of the 
ordinary collector because of their high face value, and just as much 
beyond the reach of the millionaire because of their extreme rarity, 
or because a few issues will be forever unobtainable, the last existing 
note having already been redeemed by the Treasury. 

Although these high denomination notes were available to any- 
one who wanted them, they were not, as a matter of practice, to be 
found in ordinary circulation. They were held mainly by banks and 
clearing houses and were used to settle large cash balances. 

Several examples of the rarity can be given, as taken from offi- 
cial Treasury records of 1955.

The current small size notes were also issued in high denomin- 
ations up to 10,000 dollars. They are currently available to anyone 
who wants that much wealth in one piece. The last 5,000 and 10,000 
dollar notes were issued during the tenure of Julian and Morgenthau. 
It is now believed to be the policy of the Treasury not to print any 
more high denomination notes 500 to 10,000 dollars, and these are 
now being slowly retired. The 100 dollar note will thus eventually 
become the largest note available.

The Treasury Department today made public a report on mone- 
tarygold transactions with foreign governments, central banks and 
international institutions for the third quarter of 1960. The net sale 
of monetary gold by the United States in this period amounted to 
$631.6 million. These transactions brought to $756.9 million net 
sales of monetary gold in the first nine months of this year.

If you were to ask a currency collector to show an audience of 
people some of the favorite pieces of his collection, he would surely 
have brought along with him, three bills, the set of Silver Certifi- 
cates of 1896, in the denominations of one, two and five dollars. 


Numismatists of all categories, whether they be currency col- 
lectors or not, have all seen this set, admired it, and know it by the 
popular name it has made famous. ‘The Educational Series”. 


It is not the rarest set of notes for a collector to acquire, but 
by far it is the most beautiful that this country has ever issued. 


Each note is a brilliant example of the best efforts, of the finest 
engravers that could be assembled at one given time, To engrave a 
bank note the accepted method, is for various engravers to contrib- 
ute only that part of the note, which the engraver specializes in and 
therefore does the best. 


One man may thus do the borders, and another the lettering, 
another the portraits or figures, and still another the scroll work. 


The finished product of the engraving of the ‘Educational Ser- 
ies” left us with three notes of such rare grace and beauty, that if 
the picture part of these notes were enlarged, they could rightfully 
hang on any wall of any museum, along side of other great works 
of art. 


These notes are allegorical. That means that they allude to some 
reason or thing, worthy of mentioning and remembering. There is 
such a vast amount of interesting material on these bills, that pages 
of description would be necessary to fully transmit the complete 
story that each detail alludes to. I will try to briefly explain the 
basic portent of each note. 


SILVER CERTIFICATE ONE DOLLAR NOTE 


OBVERSE 


The front or opverse of the one dollar note shows a woman, al- 
legorically representing “AMERICAN HISTORY” with her right 
arm encircling a young boy protectively, her left arm pointing far 
out to the future. In the background, out in the direction she is point- 


ing to can be seen the Washington Monument and the dome of the 
Capitol. She is seated on a massive stone bench, surrounded by 
beautiful shrubbery. The arms of the bench are ornamented with 
eagles standing over an American Shield. Her lap is draped with a 
flag showing a generous amount of stars. The left end of the bench 
or the right side of the note shows an open tablet or book. With the 
note in the palm of your hand and under a very weak magnifying 
glass, you will find that the book is open to ‘The Constitution of the 
United States” and that it can be read word for word very easily. 
Below the book is the Treasury Seal, which is on all issues of our 
paper money except the first issue The Demand Notes. The only 
difference, being, the seal is usually placed very boldly on all other 
bills,bills, but on this one series, an effort has been made to make the 
seals as insignificant as possible so as not to detract from the beauty 
of the bills. Sourrounding this whole picture are twenty-three wreaths 
with the names of great Americans printed in the middle of each. 
Names such as Longfellow, Adams, Morse, and Franklin to name 
just a few. 


Thus the bill rightfully deserves the name “History Instructing 
Youth” which happens to be minutely engraved on the top of the 
face of the seat of the stone bench in the center of the note. 


REVERSE 


On the reverse of the one dollar note we find the portraits of the 
heads of George and Martha Washington. Martha Washington be- 
ing the only woman so honored, as to have her face portrayed on 
the paper money of our country. 


In an attempt at not being repitious, I will now state what 
holds true for the reverses on all three notes. No where can you find 
more magnificent examples of beautiful scroll work, intricate com- 
plex borders, rosettes and intricate geometric late work that defies 
duplication, legitimate or otherwise. 


I do not believe anyone could ever attempt to counterfeit this 
set of notes and expect to get passable results for their efforts. 


SILVER CERTIFICATE TWO DOLLAR NOTE 


OBVERSE 


The two dollar note is called “SCIENCE PRESENTING STEAM 
and ELECTRICITY TO COMMERCE AND MANUFACTURE.” 


This is shown by five allegorical female figures on the face of 
the bill. The center figure seated, represents “Science’’, who has two 
young girls on either side of her lap, who represents the two new 
sources of industrial power, “Steam” and “Electricity.’”’ She seems 
to be offering them to two figures seated at her feet, who represent 
“Commerce” and “Manufacture”. Commerce is shown with a pouch 
of money or wealth at her lap and manufacture is shown with a 
mechanism of gears, and a factory type building placed behind her. 


REVERSE 


The reverse shows the impressive heads of Fulton and Morse, 
whom I need not remind you had something to do with steam and 
electricity. 
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REVERSE 


SILVER CERTIFICATE FIVE DOLLAR NOTE 


The five dollar bill and the last in this series is well worthy of 
its two predecessors. 


Its allegorical figures represent “ELECTRICTY” as the domin- 
and force of the world. 


This is shown by a prominent figure of a woman holding aloft 
a lighted bulb very gracefully. She seems to be standing on a huge 
globe of the earth, with her feet planted gently in center of America. 


On her right is a figure of a man standing erect, but driving a 
team of three, excitingly active horses, with streams of electricity 
as the reins. The mans right hand is reaching up to the sky where 
he appears to be grasping bolts of lightning, and thus transmiting 
this power to the horses in a great surge of power and strength. 


I told you where the one dollar bill was named, on the bill itself. 
The two dollar bill is also named in small print on the very bottom 
center of the obverse, but no wheres could I find the name printed 
on the five dollar bill. But we do know it is called “Electricity the 
Dominant Force in the World.” 


A picture is better than a thousand words, and if you will glance 
at the accompanying photographs, of these notes you will have to 
agree with me that if the allegorical picture part of these notes 
were enlarged that their artistic, and graceful beauty would entitle 
them to be placed along side of any other great work of art hanging 
in any museum in this or any other country. 


Thus I end this small story about three bills printed by the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving, showing a young country, grow- 
ing rapidly rich in strength, power and learning taken from the 
roots of its leaders in all walks of life and the finished product being 
the United States of America as we know it today.

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ALPHABETOLOGY 


By Arthur F,. Giere 


Alphabetology is a hobby. Its pursuit does not require a great 
deal of monetary funds and investments. Doctors, lawyers, teachers, 
preachers, linguists and writers of all ages and backgrounds, be they 
Christians, Jews or Islams, find occasion to spend many hours daily 
in the enjoyment and happiness of discovering strange and odd and 
unknown alphabets for their collections. These are usually set up by 
the hobbyist on sheets and pages in a loose leaf binder. This affords 
further an opportunity to exhibit and display the artistic ideas and 
designs of the hobbyist. It is strictly a collectors’ hobby. 


It is a study of alphabetic writing and its origin. Alphabetics is 
the science of the representation of language by written characters 
or other signs and the story of the origin and growth of alphabets. 
The alphabet contains the letters that constitute collectively the ele- 
ments of writing needed for the written language, arranged in an 
order fixed by usage. By an alphabet, we mean a list of symbols 
which represent conventionally to the eye the sounds which are heard 
in speech of a language. You and I call it the ABCs. In other words, 
we could say do you know your ABCs? The Hebrews said Aleph 
which means ox, Beth which means house and Gimmel which means 
camel. The Greeks said Alpha-Omega, from the beginning to the 
end, as we Americans would say soup to nuts. As is well known, 
the English language contains 26 letters, but the Sansknit has 49 
letters and the Bolzans has only 12 letters. 


How old is the oldest alphabet? Some time ago, Professor 
Romain Butin found some pottery in the ruins of the city of Gezer 
which shows some new evidence that the alphabet existed more than 
twenty centuries B.C. 


The earliest alphabets were made up of consonants only. The 
Chinese have no alphabet but they use about 20,000 different sylla- 
ble characters. Alphabetists have arranged and systematized the 
alphabet into several logical catagories: Cuneiform, wedge shaped 
characters; Cretan, Hittite, Egyptian, Chinese, Mayan and Easter 
Island picture writings. 


It is estimated that there are over 200 known alphabets and 
that there are more than 50 different ones still in use today. 


Some alphabet characters are wedge-like in form and some 
are made up of straight lines only, for the reason that they were 
written on stone and it was very difficult to make curved figures on 
stone surfaces. Ogham and the Runes are two of the known systems 
belonging to this class. 


By the way, Runes means secret. The acquaintance with the 
Runes and knowledge of them was confined principally to the sor- 
cerers and the priests. The use of this alphabet was condemned by 
the church. This system is not called by the term alphabet for the 
reason that the first six letters of the Rune-system are f-u-th-o-r-k 
and therefore they are known as Futhoric. 


There are some languages which have no alphabets. They are 
symbols like those used by the inhabitants of China and Japan, Then 
don’t forget, that we also have a telegraph alphabet as well as a 
deaf and dumb alphabet, and also shorthand and semaphore systems. 
The well known monk, Cyril, a philosopher and an apostle to the 
Slavs invented an alphabet for the use of the Slavic tribes. It is 
called the Cyrillic alphabet. 


We write our letters from left to right. However, the greater 
part of the people of the world do not do so. Some people write their 
words starting from the top of the sheet going down. Others begin 
from the right side of the paper to left. 


As a hobbyist it is lots of fun to be an alphabetist. He also 
knows that if we had no alphabets it would be very difficult to ex- 
press our ideas in writing. This is not a new hobby. Alphabetism 
as a hobby is over three centuries old. There are hundreds of out- 
standing experts and professors of the subject of characters used 
in forming the written page. The Grimm Brothers, the well known 
philologists, made this their hobby, into an outstanding scientific 
system. The literature of at least a dozen civilizations contains hun- 
dreds of books and pamphlets on the subject of alphabetology. 


So don’t let anyone dare tell you “you don’t know your ABCs.” 
You can make it an enchanting pastime. And please do not forget 
that when you select this interesting hobby you are going to be in 
company with men and women of high and noble ranks and with 
people of all walks of life who are interested in discovering all the 
means used by mankind for disseminating knowledge among all the 
nations of the globe. 


RARE $1,000. CONFEDERATE BILL 


If you are offered a batch of odd Confederate bills, even tho you 
you can’t spend them, don’t refuse them—they still have a value to 
a collector. More so if it’s a genuine like the above. According to the 
Criswell’s of Florida, noted Southern paper money specialist, a crisp 
uncirculated as above is worth its face value to a collector. In less 
preservation it’s still worth a lot of money.

ASSETS BY 4,535 NATIONAL BANKS 
Friday, December 9, 1960 


The total assets reported by the 4,535 active national banks in 
the United States and possessions on October 3, 1960 amounted to 
$133,200,000,000, it was announced today by Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency Ray M. Gidney. The total assets showed an increase of $1,800,- 
000,000 over the amount reported by the 4,542 active national banks 
on June 15, 1960, the date of the previous call, and an increase of 
$4,900,000,000 over the amount reported by the 4,550 banks on Oc- 
tober 6, 1959. 

The deposits of the banks on October 3 were $118,000,600,000, 
an increase of $1,800,000,000 since June. Included in the deposit 
figures were demand deposits of individuals, partnerships, and cor- 
porations of $59,000,000,00U, a decrease of $600,000,000, and time de- 
posits of individuals, partnerships ,and corporations of $36,000,000,000, 
an increase of $1,300,000,000. Deposits of the United States Govern- 
ment of $4,100,000,000 increased $30,000,000 in the period; deposits 
of States and political subdivisions of $8,500,000,000 increased $300,- 
000,000, and deposits of banks of $8,900,000,000 showed an increase 
of $500,000,000. Postal savings deposits were $8,297,000 and certified 
and cashiers’ checks, etc., were $1,500,000,000. 

Gross loans and discounts on October 3, 1960 of $64,300,000,000 
showed an increase of more than $700,000,000 since June. Commer- 
cial and industrial loans of $23,400,000,000 increased $59,000,000, 
while loans on real estate of $15,400,000,000 increased $139,000,000. 
Loans to financial institutions amounted to $4,900,000,000, a decrease 
of $23,000,000. Retail automobile installment loans of $5,000,000,000 
showed an increase of $121,000,000. Other types of retail installment 
loans of $1,600,060,000 showed an increase of $13,000,000. Loans to 
brokers and dealers in securities, and others for the purpose of pur- 
chasing or carrying stocks, bonds, and other securities of $1,900,000,- 
000 increased $166,000,000. Other loans, including loans to formers 
and other loans to individuals (repair and modernization and install- 
ment cash loans, and sigle-payment loans) of $12,100,000,000 showed 
an increase of $273,000,000 since June. The percentage of net loans 
and discounts (after deduction of valuation reserves of $1,234,579,- 
000) to total assets on October 3, 1960 was 47.39 in comparison with 
47.47 in June and 45.55 in October 1959. 

Total investments of the banks in bonds, stocks, and other secur- 
ities aggregated $41,300,000,000, an increase of $1,400,000,000 since 
June. Included in the investments were obligations of the United 
States Government of $30,600,000,000 ($91,209,000 of which were 
guaranteed obligations). These investments, representing 22.97 per- 
cent of total assets, increased $1,300,000,000 during the period. Other 
bonds, stocks, and other securities of $10,700,000,000, including $9,- 
100,000,000 of obligations of States and other political subdivisions, 
showed an increase of $72,000,000 since June. 

Cash of $1,550,000,000, reserves with Federal Reserve banks of 
$10,800,000,000, and balances with other banks (including cash items 
in process of collection) of $13,500,000,000, a total of $25,850,000,000, 
showed a decrease of $530,000,000. 

Bills payable and other liabilities for borrowed money of $1,013, 
000,000 showed a decrease of $478,000,000 since June. 

Total capital funds of the banks on October 3 of $11,009,000,000, 
equal to 9.33 percent of total deposits, were $323,000,000 more than 
in June when they were 9.20 percent of total deposits. Included in 
the capital funds were capital stock of $3,308,000,000, of which $1,- 
530,000 was preferred stock; surplus of $5,251,000,000; undivided 
profits of $2,201,000,000,000, and capital reserves of $249,000,000.

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THE “HAWAII’ OVERPRINT 

This Five Dollar note was issued after the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. It has a brown seal with Hawaii printed on both ends of the 
portrait side.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON 

SOME POPULAR COINS 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on 
wheat stalk and Lincoln’s ear are a 
good spot to look for wear. On a 
coin classed as very good most lines 
should be showing on a coin graded 
fine they should be clear. 

5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus 
Unum is legible on coins graded 
good, clear on coins graded very good. 
One graded fine should have full 
liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good 
coin edge of word liberty may be 
slightly worn, but on one graded 
very good the word Liberty is clear 
and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, 
a coin classed as very fine has full 
horn and tail shows on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
lines on axe fasces, on coins classed 
very good some lines show, a fine coin 
should have all lines. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are just 
starting to collect, here are a few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 
a coin guide book is a must. They 
can be purchased for $1.00 or more 
for helpful information: on care, con- 
dition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news 
of help and interest. Most coins can 
be found in circulation. As you are 
making your set always try to im- 
prove the worn coins. Value of coins 
depends greatly on the condition. 
Never clean or polish coins unless you 
are experienced. If you must try, use 
a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this pur- 
pose. Coin insert folders and other 
supplies can be obtained at your deal- 
er. You may also notice that the age 
of old coins do not make them rare. 
There are some late date coins minted 
that are worth more than some hun- 
dreds of years old. What makes one 
coin worth more than another by 
these factors: Amount of coins mint- 
ed, availability, collectors’ demand 
and any unusual die strikes.
